[court  clear  and  usable.  The  excellent  job  done  on  the  useful  and  decorative  rail  i 
|fences  around  camp,  and  the  addition  of  the  Pre-Senior  stairway,  were  very  helpful.  I 
|The  biggest  improvement  that  was  made  and  put  into  full  use  last  summer  was  the  ; 
|Sqaw  Bay  water front, which  made  possible  far  better  swimming  instruction  and  recrea-  | 
|tional  activity  for  everyone.  This  year  we  plan  to  spread  several  loads  of  sand  on  | 
Ithe  Sqaw  Bay  ice,  so  that  when  the  spring  thaw  comes,  it  can  sink  down  in  place  and  | 
|make  a firm  bottom  for  the  whole  area.  With  this  final  improvement,  Sqaw  Bay  will  \ 
[be  one  of  the  finest  spots  available  for  swimming  and  swimming  instruction  anywhere  I 
fon  the  lake.
